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February 23-25 are the announced dates for Convention, 
in Philadelphia. February 22, 23, 24 are chinning nights for 
our rushing season. Saturday, the 25th, bids are extended. 
Prospects for even a decent attendance at Convention from 
this Chapter are what might be called non-existent. 

Under the rushing system of the college—which seems 
here to stay—everything culminates in the final three days of 
rushing in February. In reality they will be almost entirely 
chinning days, ‘True, only about two-thirds of the year’s 
fraternity men are pledged then; the rest accept bids in the 
open season which runs until June.
